In 
Qoe, tbat when this big lougue ol fire louchea 
the earth it will lap up our globe at oue 
mouthful. Very many have made iaquirieg 
of me concerning this progidy and, with your 
l«a»e, I will try to aatisly their ouriosity and 
perhaps allay their fearBi* 

[I has been known for soma time that 
during a total eclipse red flamoa were seen 
lo play about the edge of iho moon. During 
the eclipses of 1868 and 18G9 it was defiDiteo 
ly settled tbai'they were entirely disooBDaot* 
cd from tbe mooD'|-aDd wore vast tongues of 
lira darting .'fliil ■.from the sun'a disc. By 
obsGrvaiioDS with tbe spsclroscope, and also 
by means ol Iho wonderful photograph of 
the SUD token by Da La Euo during the 
eclipse of 1860, it was diacovorod Ihat these 
6re mountuias consisted mainly of baroing 
hydiogoD ga!'; This was precious informa- 
liou to Bcoure in tbe midst of the exoito. 
ment and Qoveltyi and In the very brief 
duration of a total eblipse. It did not bow>- 
cviiv satisly Ecientific men. For two years 
i\lr Looliyor, iiided by a grant Iroin i'arlia- 
uioni 10 construct a superior iuslrnment, had 
boon ezperimeniiog and searching io order 
to detect tbeiie flames at other times than 
at the rare occurtenca of a total eclipse. 
On the 20th of October, 1868, be obtained a 
di^tiuot imago of one of' tbe promiooucet 
which ho alterwarde traced entirely around 
Ihe sun. Astronoai«rt< can Ihorsloro now 
study theao Uamos at any liiiue. 

Tbo results of obBervatioos now being 
lakeu show that storms rage upon the suu 
with a violeDCo ol which we can form no 
couceptioD. HnrrloaDes sweep over its sur- 
face with lerrifio violencp. Vast cyclones 
wrap i's fires into whirlpools at tba faoitom 
uf which our earth would lie liko a boulder 
in a volcano, Ilaga flames dart out to enor- 
mous distances and fly over the sun with a 
greater speed than Ihat of Ihe earth itself 
ihrougb space. At one time a oone ol hre 
shone ont 80,000 miles and then died away, 
all in ton minaies timp, BesidCfibcb awml 
convulsions the mtmlo display of a terres 
trial volcano oreartbquake sinka into insig- 
nilioanca. 

There is nothing in ihese phonomona to 
alarm aa. They have in all probability 
bappeaud conttantly for ages past. That 
we have now means for investigating their 
nature, and measuring their height and ve- 
lociiy lurnishes no caodo lor anxiety. Ru- 
mors of these disoovariea bare crept into the 
papers, and, exaggerased by repealed copy> 
ing and saDaaiioDal additions,- have given 
rico to' Ih'c'te mysterioiis and UDoalled-for 
prodiotioBS-
